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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To prevent deformation of a feed hole 
and staggering of paper from occurring, by 
controlling the tension of a printing paper in 
accordance with the thickness of the paper, in a 
printer having a paper thickness adjusting 
function . 
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CONSTITUTION: When printing on a thick paper 
6P, selecting switches SWl-1 and SWl-2 for the 
thickness of the printing paper are set on the 6P 
side. In this case, even when a paper-feeding 
signal (a) becomes L, a time delay is present 
until the paper is stopped, so that a timer T6Pis 
simultaneously started, and when the paper-feeding 
signal is present after a preset period of time, 
an AND condition is established, so that a 
solenoid L is excited to change a pressure exerted 
on the paper. The exciting voltage is compared 
with upper and lower limits of the width of a 
paper thickness voltage V6P by a comparator COM, 
the voltage is repeatedly raised and lowered 
within the width, thereby maintaining a pressure 
(and therefore, tension) according to the 
thickness of the paper. When the thickness of the 
paper is reduced, the selecting switches SWl-1, 
SWl-2 are selected to the lp side in accordance 
with the thickness. Thus, the pressing timing and 
the pressure are controlled in accordance with the 
thickness of the paper, and deformation of the 
feed holes and staggering of the paper are 
prevented from occurring. 
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
